TRYING TO TRACE, 
SUITCASE LEMON 


Police Think It May Have 
Been Used by Grand Na- 
tional Robbers to Hold 
$1,000,000 Loot. 


LOT NUMBER HAS 
BEEN TORN OFF 


Investigators Hope Con- 
tainer May Provide Clew 
Since Negotiator Refuses 
to Tell of Deal. 


A cheap cardboard suitcase, in 
which about $600,000 of stolen 
Grand National Bank bonds were 
carried into the safety deposit de- 
partment of the First National 
Bank some time in January; is the 
present clew which investigators 
hope may lead ulfimately to the 
identification of the five or six 
burglars who looted the Grand 
National’s safety deposit vault last 
May 25. 

One of several thousand § suit- 
cases of its kind which were sold 
in this territory in the last two 
years, investigators think it may 
have been used by the robbers in 
carrying their loot—approximately 
$1,000,000 in cash, jewelry, bonds 
and stocks—from the bank. 


Lemon Took Suitcase to Bank. 

It is known that State Represen- 
tative Joseph L. Lemon, who acted 
as attorney for the bank’s insur- 
ance company, the Fidelity & De- 
posit Co. of Maryland, in recover- 
ing $822,000 in bonds for a “re- 
ward” of $125,000, carried the su 
case into the First National Bank,~ 
accompanied by Emmett M. Mye 
resident vice president of the fn- 
surance company, who handed the 
empty suitcase to an attendant with 
instructions to “keep it or throw 
it away.” 

Although Lemon has declined to 
discuss the suitcase or any other 
phase of the matter since his un- 
expected decision to stand on his 
constitutional right on the ground 
that testimony before the grand 
jury might tend to incriminate him, 
it is presumed that the suitcase 
came into his hands with the bonds 
in it from the‘unnamed interme- 
diary with whom he dealt. 

It is known that the lawyer re- 
ceived the bonds in two install- 
ments, likewise paying the “re- 
ward” in two installments after 
the securities had been checked. 


installment of bonds was the larg- 
er. 
Outside Cover Scarred. 


The suitcase, made of cardboarJd 
and covered with dark red imita- 
tion leather, fitted with rubber 
composition corners and straps, is 
26 inches long, 8% inches wide 
and 16% inches deep. It is lined 
with flowered paper, unstained, 
and has inside straps which have 
never been' unfolded. 

Although the inside appears per- 
fectly new, the outside is scratched 
and scuffed and the bottom is 
swollen and warped as if the case 
had stood ina damp place. 

The nickel-plated lock has been 
pried open and bears small rem- 
nants of a sticker which appears 
to have been pasted over the lock 
as a seal at some time. 

On the top of the suitcdSe are 
two small blebs of orange paint 
which appear to have been splash- 
ed on the case. Traces on the bot- 
tom of the case indicate that at 
some time it was dragged over 
paint of a similar hue. 

A manufacturer's label shows 
the suitcase was a product - of 
the Shwayder Trunk Manufac- 
turing Co. of Denver, Colo., and 
Detroit, Mich. Another label, 
which originally bore the manu- 
facturer’s lot number, had been 
torn from the bottom along with 
a strip of the imitation leather, 
exposing the cardboard base. 

From the description, the many- 
facture®s concluded the suitcase 
came from Lot No. 38 or No. 39, 
of whith several thousand were 
distributed in this territory from 
the Detroit factory. The suitcase 
is sold wholesale at about $2 and 
retails at from $3.50 to $5. 


Mail Tip Untraced. 


The only information the Police 
Department has that the bank rob- 
bers used a suitcase to carry away 
their loot is a tetter from a man 
who signed “John R. Stanton.” The 
writer said he strolled down Grand 
boulevard the Sunday morning of 
May 25 and saw two men emerge 
from the alley between the Grand 
National Bank and the Fox 
Theater carrying a suitcase. Ef- 
forts to trace the writer have been 
unsuccessful. 

The Post*Dispaitch on Feb. 23,

One-third of the $2,000,000 es- 
tate of Thomas Dunn will go ul- 
timately to maintenance and exten- 
sion of the Hotel for Boys bearing 
his name, which has been in exist- 
ence for six months and the found- 
ing and maintenance of commu- 
nitty centers. During a trust per- 
iod to end not before the year 
1950, these charities will-receive an 
estimated income of $25,000 a year 
frome the estate. 

These provisions are made in Mr. 
Dunn's will, filed today. The for- 
mer head of the Dunn: Mercantile 
and Loan Co., a pawnbroking es- 
tablishment, known to many clients 
as “Papa” Dunn, died Monday at 
the age of 88. His Boys’ Hotel, in 
the old St. Louis Club building at 
Locust boulevard and Ewing av- 
enue, was fouded in 1929, and 
opened last October. 

Besides the provisions for the 
boys’ hotel and community centers, 
the will leaves $5000 to St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church, Lindell boule- 
vard and Spring avenue, and $1000 
to Memorial Home, 2609 South 
Grand bouleva:d. After a number 
of specific bequests.to nephews‘and 
nieces, the residuary estate is left 
in trust to the Mercantile-Com- 


Ralph Waycott, Mr, Dunn's grand- 
son, and Etta Manley, his niece. 
$30,000 a Year to Daughter. 

The trustees are to pay, from 
the income of the trust estate, a 


} maximum of $30,000 a year to Mr. 


Dunn’s daughter, Mrs. Blanche E, 
Waycott of New York, and to his 
grandson, Ralph Waycott, $15,000 
a year. 

After these payments, the trus- 
tees are to set aside 40 per cent of 
the income to be added to the 
principal of the estate, to distri- 
bute another 40 per cent among a 
list of nephews, nieces, grand- 
nephews and grandnieces; and to 
use the remaining 20 per cent in 
maintaining and operating the 
boys’ hotel, and in providing a 
community center “in the thickly 
settled part of St. Louis,”’ for the 
use of families and for “promotion 
of physical, mental, moral and so- 
cial welfare.” The trustees are au- 
thorized, as the income may per- 
mit, to start other boys’ hotels and 
community centers, 

The trust is to continue during 
the life of Mrs. Waycott. If she 
dies before Jan. 1, 1950, the trust 
is to terminate on that date, and if 
she lives until after that date, the 
trust is to end one year after her 
death. The estate is Men, to be 
distributed—two-thirds to désignat- 
ed relatives, and one-third to a 
corporation, te be formed for the 
purpose of maintaining and ex- 
tending the work of the boys’ ho- 
tels and community centers. 

The Mercantile-Comm2-rce Bank 
and Trust Co. and C. H. McMiHan, 
a vice president of that company 
until his retirement a short time 
ago, are named as co-executors. 

A clause provides that the chil- 
dren of the _ testator’s brother, 
George Dunn, are to be excluded 
from any participation in the es- 
tate, ‘because, many years ago, I 
made provision for them, and be- 
cause they are otherwise sufficient- 
ly provided for.” 

Paragraphs of the will, discuss- 
ing the charitable enterpris*s and 
directing the manner in which they 
are to be conducted, are: 

“It is my observation that there 
is a weakening of the ties which

EARTH’S SHIVERING 
ATTRIBUTED TO LOW 
PRESSURE OFF U.S. 


Tremors in Continental Shelf 
Thought to Have Been 
Carried Inland. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.— 
Washington scientists say severe 
“shivering” of the earth’s crust, 
registered yesterday on  seismo- 
graphs at Harvard and Georgetown 
universities, probably was caused 
by low barometric pressure off the 
Atlantic coast. 
The shivering, known as a micro- 
secism storm, has been noted for 
several days at Georgetewn, said 
Father Sohon, in charge of the se- 
ismograph station there. His the- 
ory is that the low-pressure area, 
accompanying the recent storm off 
the Atlantic Coast, caused tremors 
in the continental shelf, which ex- 
tends about 200 miles off shore. 
These were transmitted inland. 
Capt. N. H. Heck cf the Coast 
and Geodetic Survey also believes 
the low-pressure area in some way 
caused the tremors. Such tremors 
nyiy sometime “set off’ earth- 
quakes that are ‘“‘ready to start,” 
he said. 
During the World War, when 
Germany had no weather reports 
from the North Sea, approach of 
low-pressure areas from that sec- 
tion was detected by noting micro- 
seisms on German seismographs, 
Capt. Heck said.

States expenditure in the war was 
$39,500,000,000, Baruch advocated 
a form of control which, had it 
been applied at the outset of the 
war, he said, would have saved 
the country $25,000,000,000 of that 
amount. He opposed the constrip- 
tion of either labor or dollars. 
The drafting of labor, he said, 
would constitute slavery, and the

“What is the use of ‘vain talk 
about drafting dollars.” he asked,

done. Every man with fair warn-

ROBINSON HOT OVER

000,000 Fund for Debt 
and Carnpaign Approved.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—The 
Democratic party found itself this 
morning in the situation of a man 
who knows he is ‘hurt, but isn’t 
sure how seriously. The fight pre- 
cipitated in the National Commit- 
tee yesterday by Chairman John 
J. Raskob’s speech, advocating 
modification of the eighteenth 


amendment and a closed season on 
attacks against “big business,” un- 
doubtedly left deep wounds, but it 
was tthe consensus among party 
leaders today that they would heal 
before the 1932 presidential cam- 
paign. 

Among well informed Democrats 
the opinion prevailed that Raskob 
had‘ struck the note on prohibi- 
tion which the party is likely to 
hold in the next campaign, but 
that his denunciation of ‘‘Govern- 
ment in business” and “Govern- 
ment interference with business” 
was distinctly his own idea, and 
probably would not he accepted by 
the rank and file of the party. 

His proposal to let the Federal 
Trade Commission suspend the 
anti-trust laws in the case of merg- 
ers which it might deem “for the 
public good,” and his disapproval 
of any course which might result 
in depressing the market value of 
utility stocks and bonds, caused 
‘much surprise and aroused dee 
opposition. Some of ‘his remarks 
were interpreted as meaning that 
he is opposed to Government oper- 
ation of Muscle Shoals or any other 
hydro-electric power project, 

Looked Like &@ Riot. 

For a time yesterday afternoon 
it appeared that the meeting might 
break up in a riot. .Raskob was 
hotly assailed by Senator Robinson 
of Arkansas, the party leader in 
the Senate, and hotly defended by 
Representative Mary T, Norton of 
New Jersey. When Senator. Mor- 
rison of North Carolina attempted 
to press the attack against the 
chairman, he was virtually hissed 
off the platform, the Easterners 
taunting him for “intolerance,” 
while the Southerners countered 
with charges of “hoodlumism.” _ 

Alfred E. Smith and James M. 
Cox, former party nominees for 
President, eventually succeeded in 
restoring calm and a semblance of 
good humor. Both chided: Robinson 
and the other Southerners for at- 
tacking Raskob, but, to the surprise 
of everyone, it was Cox who car- 
ried off the honors of the occasion. 
If the breach is healed, the credit 
will go largely to the former Ohio 
Governor. 

’ Raskob probéeed an amendment 
to the eighteenth amendment, per- 
mitting each state to determine by 
popular vote whether it. wanted 
prohibition. His proposal contem- 
plated that those states desiring 
prohibition should have the assist- 
ance of the Federal Government in 
énforcing it, and’ that each state re- 
jecting prohibition should have 
power to adopt its own form of 
state control of the liquor traffic. 

Cox's Display of Tact. 

Cox joined Smith in indorsing 
the proposal, and he appealed to 
the Southerners to “see our side of 
this question.” 

“You are against the return of 
the saloon,” he told them. “We 
sympathize with you, and we are 
willing to help you in preventing its 
return. In the North, we are sick 
and tired of the gangster rule 
which national prohibition has vis- 
ited on us. We ask you to help us 
get rid of it. On this basis, in the 
traditional way, we can settle this 
problem without acrimony.” 

It was a masterful display of 
tact, and Cox was rewarded with 
an ovation. After the meeting, a 
number of Democratic national 
committeemen were asking, 
“Where has this fellow been keep- 
ing himself for the last 10 years?”

50-Cent vs. 100-Cent Dollars. 

“The war debt of the nation,” he 
said, “is necessarily incurred in 
terms of debased dollar values. In 
the inevitable post-war deflation 
the debt, of course, remains at the 
inflated figure. Thus the bonds 
that our Government sold in the 
World War for 50-cent dollars 
must be paid through the years by 
taxes levied in 100-cent dollars. 
“Our war expenditure was more 
than $39,000,000,000, incurred in 
terms of 1917-1920 dollars. In 
terms of the purchasing power of 
1913 dollars it would have been 
only $13,000,000,000, or in terms of 
1930 dollars probably not more 
than $15,000,000,000. Such a gro- 
tesque result would be almost un- 
believable were the figures. not liv- 
ing facts. If anything can be done 
to avoid this practical doubling of 
the economic burden of war cer- 
tainly we should spare. no effort to 
accomplish ‘it.”’ 

Baruch said that a statute 
should be placed on the books, the 
very existence of which would be 
a “constant warning to everybody 
that never again in America will 
any man make as much profit in 
war as he can make in peace.” 

President as Price Fixer. 

He proposed that in this statute 
the President should be given the 
power, upon the outbreak of war, 
to freeze the whole price structure 
on a prewar level and keep it there 
by the ‘same principles of industrial 
mobilization and contro] that were 
developed in the World War. 

Under this plan the President 
would have the right to adjust any 
price upward or downward. He 
would have the power also to re- 
quire dealers or manufacturers in 
any line to operate under licenses 
and he would fix the terms of the 
licenses. In addition, he would be 
authorized to make priority regula- 
tions, determining the order in 
which goods should be released to 
customers. 

There should also be a general 
commandeering statute, Baruch 
said, giving the President plenary 


power on the usual terms to take 


over any manufacturing facfhlities 
or any supplies deemed to be nec- 
essary to the prosecution of the 
war. 
¢ He believed that the ends in view 
could be attained by the statutes 
he recommended. To adopt a con- 
stitutional atendment, he Said, 
would be “unwise and destructive. sc 
“I think,” said Baruch, “that I 
was the very first advocate of the 
plan to take the profit out of war 
and to make every man, dollar and 
thing bear an even proportion of 
the burdens of war. I hold no brief 
for especial protection of wealth in 
war, but my experience tells me 
that the draft of dollars is quite as 
absurd and impossible as the draft 
of labor. 

“The sinews of war are not dol- 
lars, they are efforts. In order to 
produce things, money is necessary, 
but it is not necessary that Gov- 
ernment own the money by taking 
it away from the people who do. 

“Simply put it to work where it | 
will best serve the public good.”

RAILWAY TOLLS ON FREE BRIDGE 
SINCE SEPTEMBER OVER $9000 


More Than 6000 Loaded Cars Sent 
Across Span by Manufacturers’ 
and Alton & Southern Lines. 


The Manufacturers’ Railway has 
reported to Comptroller Nolte that 
during February it sent 539 loaded

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‘TO GET AIRPORT FUNDS 


Plan to Buy and Then 
-Lease: Buildings: 


A proposal that the city purchase 


the buildings of two airplane op- 
erating concerns at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field and then lease the 
buildings.to the companies as «a 
means of deriving revenue for 
maintenance of the airport was re- 
ferred to a committee at a meeting 
of the Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion yesterday. 

The proposal calis for purchase 
from bond issue funds of hangars 
of the Universal Aviation Co. and 
the Robertson Airplane Service Co. 
for $140,000. ‘It is suggested that 
the two concerns then sign a 26- 
year lease with the city at a rental 
of 7 per cent of the valuation of 
the property, giving the city an an- 
nual income of $9800.. The cost of 
operating the airport for a year is 
about $35,000. The commission 
several months ago went on record 
in favor of any plan agreeable to 
both the city and tenants for mak- 
ing the field self-supporting. 
Consideration of the proposal to 
purcliase the hangars and the fact 
that the balance remaining from 
$2,000,000 bond issue appropria- 
tion is now but $388,470 caused the 
commission to postpone action on 
plans for a terminal builling cosat- 
ing $110,000. 

The building plan, designed by 
B. Russell Ehaw, incluces a res- 
taurant, coffee shop, walting room, 
ticket office, offices for opcrating 
concerns and the airport manager, 
and six bedrooms for trausient fly- 
ers. The design calls for a two- 
story building of Spanirh etyle. 
Discussing tlie improvements 
made with bond issue funds, Direc- 
tor of Public Welfare Salisbury, 
chairman of the commission, said 
application has been made to the 
Department of Commerce for an 
A-1-A rating for the field. The 
rating, if obtained, will be the first 
issued to a municipal field, Salis- 
bury said. The commission recent- 
ly approved the expenditure of 
$104,000 to complete drainage, 
grading and runways in order to 
qualify the field for the rating.

Among these rocks, catching 
the eye from afar, are belts and 
splotches of yellowish-brownish 
color, which on examination are 
found to be weathered crops, reefs 
and irregular massed rock charged 
with sulphides of iron. High on 
one cliff face as we passed beneath 
in a motor launch could be. dis- 
cerned green patches colored by 
the oxidizing of copper sulphides. 

Needs Further Investigation. 

All were impress2d with this re- 
gion as a field for further scien- 
tific investigations, but, with the 
limited coal now remaining aboard 
the Discovery, more extended inves- 
tigations in this area cannot now be 
attempted.

Conditions in Northwest Arkansas. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

ELIEF has been adequate in this 

section, Boone and Newton counties, 
as well as a half dozen adjoining coun- 
ties. Cotton is not grown in this section 
and the small farmer has “got by” easier 
than in the cotton section. Several cars 
of food and clothing have been shipped 
in and if we have a fair crop year, things 
will be about normal again. There have 
been three years of drouth and two total 
crop failures and many of the farmers 
are about at the end of their resources. 
They have secured seed loans from the 
Government in small amounts and more 
plowing has been done already than for 
many years. 

The cotton farmers have struck it hard 
for 10 years and their farms have been 
running down for many years and, as 
some say, they don’t know what to do. 

Business has been practically nil here 
for two and one-half months and it can- 
not get very much better until after the 
next harvest. Our banks are open now 
and that is some relief. We have no 
soup line and have never had, and con- 
ditions are nothing like as bad as in 
some other states. Tulsa and Oklahoma 
City present a really pitiable situation 
with thousands in the soup line. ¢ 

Mencken displays a fine line of bunk 
and ignorance when he classes all Ar- 
kansas as worse than many other states. 
We are in much better shape than many 
parts of Oklahoma and Texas, to my 
knowledge. It is true that in certain sec- 
tions the people are in desperate circum- 
stances. But we will wager that North- 
west Arkansas is in more prosperous con- 
dition than the people of Mencken's 
home town.

A proposal intended to remove objections to the 
system of assessing benefits to finance street widen- 
ings has been advanced by the General Council on 
Civic Needs. This is the first concrete suggestion fn 
response to the current public unrest about the cost 
to propérty owners of these improvements. 

The suggestion is not a new one, but that is beside 
the point. The council would have a permancnat as- 
sessment board substituted for the existing practice 
of appointment by a Circuit Judge of a comniission 
of three members to fix benefits and damages in each 
condemnation proceeding. The council declares a 
permanent board could eliminate inequalities by vir- 
tue of its competent, trained personnel and its com- 
prehensive authority.

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JUSTICE FOR ABANDONED CHILDREN. 

In Missouri a man may abandon his children and, 
unless they become actually destitute, he is under no} 
obligation to contribute to their support, nor can he 
be punished for his neglect. \If relatives or friends 
begin looking after them, or they are placed in the 
care of a charitable institution, the father’s responsi- 
bilities legally are at an end. That is the present 
law, and there are Supreme Court decisions to back 
it up.

What does #% do to children? It sends 
them inte manhood and womanhood more 
subject to tuberculosis, more subject to dis- 
ease than they otherwise would be. It also 
does something to them that I shall leave 
to the psychiatrists to explain, when they 
live day by day without knowing what to- 
morrow is to bring forth. Children need 
not only food and a comfortable home, but 
they need above all security, and there are 
many children who have not known secur- 
ity in their homes for over a year. 

There are many families that are not be- 
ing taken care of by charity this winter, for 
which the family .standards have gone 
steadily down. First the payments on the 
home began to be stopped, then the home 
went, the furniture went, then credit was 
exhausted at the grocery store, and then 
the family moved in with another family, 
and they shared as they could, and circum- 
stances were sUch ag to produce almost 
nothing at all to share. : 

You can never make up to those children 
for that. They are permanently marred 
by the experience that they are having this 
year. 

Of course, there is no cure f@ unem- 
ployment excépt employment, and we have 
got to insist to our financiers and our in- 
dustrial leaders that they have got to find a 
remedy for industrial depressions. Presi- 
dent Hoover has pointed out that it can 
be prevented, and {ft must be prevented. 
Certainly, so far as children concerned,

nobody can think that in each generation 
we are to have children bear the burdens 
that they are bearing now, because ulti- 
mately that burden does fall upon the backs 
of little children—and you and I are ap- 
parently responsible for that burden. 

We are in the midst of the greatest con- 
fusion so far ag relief of that distress is 
concerned. We are scrambling together 


committees and scrambling together funds, 


and getting very much excited about it. A 
woman who was busily getting ready for a 
benefit gaid to me the other day that it 
was just as exciting as the war this 
winter. Well, I would like to take the ex- 
citement and the suffering out of unem- 
ployment, as far as children are concerned, 
and put it on a quite different basis. We 
shall have to do considerable experimenting 
to do it, but so far as we are concérnéd the 
responsibility for adequate relief which 
must go with unemployment !s ours. Are 
we going to be ready for the next panic? 


We are going to try all the things that 
will prevent, if we can, but nothing ever 
prevents 100 per cent. We should be more 
than foolish if we said this ig the last in- 
dustrial dépression that we shall know. We 
shall know othérs, and we can be just as 
we are now with reference to them. We 
shall all work very hard, long hours over- 
time, those of you especially who are in 
any kind of field work. 

I have made the suggestion that as leng 
as this king of dependency ig the result 
not of personal difficulties or character 
complications, or any of the things that 
make for dependency in normal! times, but 
is simply due to the absence of the wage 
earners wages, that we should try the 
method that we tried 20 years ago in sup- 
plying the wages when the father died. 
Here we have the father left, I am happy 
to say, because no money substitute takes 
care for the loss of a father; but I should 
like to sée added to tNe varieus kinds of 
mothers’ assistance and allowances, a legal 
provision for making payménts for chil- 
Gren during unemployment.

NEWT LOIS MOSEL 
PLANS ARE EXHIBITED 


Space Is Provided for Planet- 
arium.and Natural His- 
tory Displays. 


Architects’ drawings of the pro- 
posed Greater St. Louls Museum of 
Natural History, providing for a 
six-story building containing the 
only planetarium enclosed in a mu- 
seum in the country, were display- 
ed before the museum organization 
at Hadley Vocational School last 
night. 

The first four floors, containing 
exhibits, would be windowless. No 
natural light would be used in dis- 
playing the habitat groups, Her- 
mann Schwarz, president of the or- 
ganization, explained, for natural 
light creates reflections and does 
not show exhibits to the best ad- 
vantage. 

Habitat groups would be shown 
as units against a background pre- 
pared to simulate natural environ- 
ment. Indirect lighting systems 
would be used. Desert animals 
would be displayed under a differ- 
ent light than that used for polar 
bears, 

The planetarium, with seating 
accomodations for 650 persons, is 
planned for the fifth floor, with 
taxidermy department and work 
rooms on the sixth floor. A large 
auditorium in the basement is in- 
cluded in the plan. 

An octagonal rotunda, three 
stories high, would have five halls, 
lined with habitat groups, radiating 
from it. Exhibit rooms connect the 
corridors. 

Although ,seven stairways and 
four elevators would be provided, 
the plans call for an almost im- 
perceptible slope of the floors, 
making it possible to go from the 
first to the fourth floor while view- 
ing the exhibits without ascending 
more than 10 steps at a time. 

The windowless exterior of the 
first four floors would be relieved 
by three symbolical decorative 
bands. Plans for the museum were 
prepared and approved after 
Schwarz and members of the archi- 
tectural firm of W. P. Manske & 
Associates, which drew the plans 
in collaboration with George Birk- 


land & Co., structural engineers, 
inspected the Field Museum, in 
Chicago. 


A site for the building on the 
Memorial Plaza has been offered 
by the city between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth streets and Pine oie 
Chestnut streets. Vetailed plans 
for its financing have not been de- 
terr:‘ined, although a bond issue 
has been proposed.

PATH-FINDING CASES 
’ EXPECTED TO GUIDE 


This Was True in Setback 
Levee Litigation — New 
Action - Raises More 


Complex Questions. 


The monumental legal proceed- 
ing of acquiring flowage rights 
over 130,000 acres of Mississippi 
and Néw Madrid County for the 
Southeast Missouri floodway will 
begin next week with the filing of 
the first «condemnation suits in 
Federal Court at Cape Girardeau. 
Jehn C. Dyott, Special Assistant 
Attorney-General in the Missouri 
phase of the $3256,000,000 Lower 


Mississippi flood control project, 
expects to have some of the syits 


ready for trial in the June term of 
court at Cape Gifardeau, and plans 
to file 6n all the 645 parcels in 
the floodway by the September 
terms. 

How soon this rea] estate pre- 
liminary to completion of thé flood- 
way can be disposed of remains a 
problem. Some half-dozen offers 
of settlement have been received by 
the Government from landowners 
scattered through the 35-mile ee 
It is probable that many other 
will be made after a few path- 
finding cases have established the 
principles concerned. . 
This was the case in handling 
the condemnation of land for 
right-of-way of the setback levee 
already under construction to lim- 
it the floodway. After compara- 
tivély few actual trials, about half 
the 130 condemnation suits for the 
levee, and for a drainage ditch un- 
der construction in connection with 
it, have been settled, and few of 
the remainder are expected to go 
to trial. 

Prohiem More Complex. 

The “path-finding’ cases in ac- 
quisition of flowage rights, how- 
ever, will present difficulties mak- 
ing the tremendously involved 
levee casés seem simple by com- 
parison, as Federal Judge Faris 
himself has pointed out. Among 
other complications, frequency of 
overflow, which was dragged into 
the right-of-way cases as merely 
a subordinate factor, will be a@ 
crucial] element. With it arise a 
hest of moot questions of damage 
from overflow and the vyltimate 
effect of its recurrence—whether, 
for extreme examples, it will return 
the rich bottem land to a condi- 
tign of swamp and wilderness, as 
some opponents of the project have 
insisted, or, as the late Lieutenant- 
General Jadwin believed, make it 
productive as the valléy of the 
Nile. 

Dyott plans to file four or five 
sults by next week for flowage 
rights over 40 to 50 parcels. Where 
possible, he is lumping several ad- 
jacent parcels under one syit. They 
will ask for perpetual flowage 
rights over the land exclusive of 
railroad, highway and dramage 
ditch right of way. 

Separate suits will be filed for 
each complete stretch of such 
properties within the floodway. In 
the case of the ditches, the drain- 
age districts will be defendants, 
and, for highways, the county and 
State will be named. These suits 
are expected to involve particular- 
ly large amounts of money and 
delicate points of law. 

Use of Flowage Rights. 
These flowage rights are _ re- 
quired under that phase of the 
‘Lower Mississippi project which 
calis for releasing excess fico6d wa- 
ters into the floodway for relief 
of pressure on main line levees 
and consequent protection of Cairo 
and, to a lesser extent, property 
on both banks of the river from a 
short distance below Cape Girar- 
deau down to Bird’s Point, oppo- 
site Cairo. 

The setback levee, built roughly 
five to seVen miles back of the 
riverside levee frem Bird’s Point 
south to New Madrid, will pretedt 
thousands of acres west of it and

reduced in héight by three ‘eet, 
and therefore called a “fuse plug.” 
The fuse plug’s height, to which 
the water may rise before the 
floodway automatically goes into 
operation, will correspond to 55 
feet on the Cairo guage, consid- 
ered the highest safe stage, 

. Land immediately back of the 
fuse plug is to be condemned: out- 
right, so that in future breaks of 
the fuse plug the Government may 
make repairs on its own land, Com- 
pensation for flowage rights to be 
acquired on the remainder of the 
immense tract will be computed, 
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it is expected, as the amount 
which, if capitalized at a reason- 
able rate of interest, would earn 
over a period of years an amount 
equivalent to overflow damage 
which might be reasonably expect- 
ed from operation of the floodway 
during that period. 

The setback levee is to be com- 
pleted this year. Under the flood 
control act, however, the river- 
side leveé cannot be cut down to 
fuse plug height and the flood- 
way thereby be put into operation 
until all the required flowage 
rights have been paid for,

SENATE PASSES REPEAL 
OF SECTION OF BANK LAW 


JEFFERSON CITY, March 6.— 
The Senate yesterday passed Sena- 
tor Wammack’s bill repealing the 
section of the State law under 
which bank officers and directors 
are prosecuted for receiving or as- 
senting to the receiving of de- 
posits after a bank is in a failing 
condition, and providing that the 
failure of a bank is prima facie 
evidence of their knowledge that 
it was in a failing condition. | 
In presenting his bill Wammack 


argued that the law was unfair 
and frequently resulted in the in- 
dictment of bank officers, who 
had no knowledge that the bank 
was in a failing condttion. He also 
said that under. court decisions 
convictions under the act were 
very difficult. 

Senator Casey, Kansas City, op- 
posed the repeal of the law, hold- 
ing that it was the only statute 
under which many guilty bankers 
could be p cuted. 

The repeal act will not go into 
effect unless it also is passed by 
the House and signed by the Gov- 
ernor.

RECIPES FOR DISHES. 
N WEEK'S MENUS 


Inexpensive Dishes Such as 
Boiled Shoulder of Lamb 
Are Excellent Foods. 


Use fish flaked for the souffle 
planned for Friday dinner. For 
four people melt four tablespoons 
butter in a saucepan, add five ta- 
blespoons flour and when mixed 
stir in one and one-half cups milk. 
Stir until the sauce is very thick 


and smooth. Remove frém the 
fire, add one cup finely flaked fish, 
one tablespoon minced parsley, salt 
and pepper to season, two well 
beaten égg yolks, juice of half a 
lemon and then the stiffly beaten 
egg whites. Pour into a greased, 
-rather shallow, baking dish. Bake 
in a hot oven—450 degrees—for 
20 minutes and serve at once in the 
dish in which it is cooked. 
Boiled Shoulder of Lamb. 

Select .a four to five pound 
shoulder 6f lamb and have it 
boned and rolled and tied securely. 
Have the bone well cracked and 
add to it a veal knuckle bone also 
well cracked. Put the bones with 
an onion, three whole cloves, a 
diced carrot, a small piece of bay- 
leaf and four or five whole black 
peppers, crushed, tn a saucepan 
with two quarts of water and one 
tablespoon salt. Simmer for an 
hour, remove the bones and add 
the lamb. Cook just at the boiling 
point for two to two and one-half 
hours or until the meat is tender. 
Do no let it boil hard as the meat. 
will be less tender and not as good 
in flavor. 

When done, remove the meat to 
a hot platter. Melt two table- 
spoons butter in a small saucepan, 
add three tablespoons flour and 
then stir in one and one-half cups 
of the hot lamb broth. Cook until 
thickened, season to taste with salt 
and pepper and add two table- 
spoons capers. Serve with the lamb. 
Save the rest of the broth to use 
next day. 

Lamb Broth With Barley. 

Skim the fat from the broth and 
heat the liquid to the boiling point. 
Add one-quarter cup small barley 
and simmer for 45 minutes, or un- 
til the barley is tender. The large, 
pearl barley may be used -if de- 
Sired. Soak one-quarter cup of it 
overnight in two cups cold water, 
drain and add to the hot broth. - 

Chinese Lamb. 

This is a delicious and a rather 
different way of using leftover 
lamb. Cut the cooked meat in 
small pieces to make three cups- 
ful. Shred a small head of lettuce 
and put it in a saucepan with ane 
cup canned peas, a small onion, 
sliced, two cups boiling water, one 
teaspoon salt and two tablespoons 
butter. Cover and cook slowly for 
20 minutes, then add the meat and 
simmer for 10 minutes longer. Mix 
two tablespoons flour with a lit- 
tle cold water to make a smooth 
paste, stir into the stew and. let 
boil up once. Serve with small 
molds of boiled or steamed rice. 

Bread and Cheese Pudding. 

Mix two cups soft, stale bread 
crumbs with two and one-half cups 
scalded milk and let stand for 15 
minutes, or until the bread is soft 
and has soaked up most of the 
milk. Then add two cups cut-up 
cheese, two well-beaten eggs, one- 
fourth teaspoon dry mustard, one 
teaspoon salt and two tablespoons 
melted butter. 

Pour into a rather shallow, but- 
tered baking dish and bake in a 


degrees—for 40 minutes. Serve 
hot. Use the soft American cheese 
for this dish—a little less than half 
& pound will be required to make 
the two cupsful measured after cut- 
ting in small pieces. 

Kidney Bean Salad. 

Mix two cups canned kidney 
beans with one cup shredded raw 
cabbage, one-half cup dicéd raw 
celery and half a large green pep- 
per, shredded. Moisten with one- 
half cup  well-seasoned French 
dressing, turn out on lettuce and 
garnish with thin slices of boiled 
beets and very thin slices Bermuda 
onions, both dipped in French 
dressing. Mayonnaise may be 
passed with tue salad. Serves four 
generously. This is a substantial

SOME OF THE SECRETS OF 
SUCCESSFUL CAKE MAKING 


Accurate Measurements, Careful 
Mixing and Right Oven, Tem- 
perature Are Important. 

A fine grained, tender and light 
cake can only be made by careful 
and accurate measuring of ingredi- 
ents, careful and thorough mix- 
ing and the right baking tempera- 
ture. 

Too much. shortening or too 
much sugar makes a cake that is 
coarse in texture and that may be 
full of holes and heavy. Very 
thorough blending of the fat and 
sugar is most important. Next 
beat the cake mixture just enough 
to mix it after adding the flour. 

See that the oven is the right 
temperature, For layer cakes and 
small cakes, this should be 375 
to 425 degrees; for loaf cakes 350 
degrees; for sponge and angel 
cakes 326 degrees at first, increas- 
ing 350 degrees for the final 
baking period. 

When spices are used in a cake, 
sift them with the flour.

A boiled shoulder of lamb mey 
be chosen for Sunday served with 
a@ caper sauce. This .is one of the 
most economical cuts of lamb, and 
when cooked in tHis way every bit 
of food value possible is retained 
and used. The meat may be served 
hot for Sunday dinner. with the 
spicy caper sauce made from some 
of the stock or broth obtained by 
boiling the meat. The rest of the 
broth wil] make a rich, nutritious 
soup for Monday night. Barley or 
rice may be used to thicken the 
soup—the former is more tradi- 
tional and in most -households is 
used less often than rice—a fact 
that recommends it when secking 
‘to add interest to food. The cold 
‘lamb, cut in thin slices and gar- 
i nished with parsley and tiny lettuce 
leaves filled with any good pickle 
relish makes an appetizig main 
dish. Even if it is served cold, the 
use of a hot soup first, and hot 
vegetables with the meat, makes it 
acceptable.

Apple Pudding and Desserts of 
That Type, Given Con- 
‘sideration Again. 


Steamed and baked puddings and 
some of the heartier desserts may 
still “be given consideration al- 
though the weather in most sec- 
tions shows signs of growing 
warmer. 

Apples are good for many kinds 
of these heartier desserts, and we 
have used them in a good steamed 
pudding, baked, in pies, ete. 
Peaches, apricots or plums, canned 
or dried, may be substituted for the 


to use or are preferred for flavor. 
Peaches and apricots are sliced and 
used in the same way. Plums have 
to be just halved or cut in small 
pieces. | 
Date Pudding. 
Mix together one cup each of 
whole wheat and white flour, three 
teaspoons baking powder, one tea- 
spoon salt and three-fourths cup 
sugar. Beat two eggs and add ono 
cup milk, one-fourth cup melted 
butter and one-half cup molasses. 
Stir this into the dry mixture and 
add one and one-half cups finely 
cut, pitted dates, and one-fourth 
cup coarsely chopped walnuts or 
pecans. Pour into a shallow, well- 
greased baking pan and bake in a 
moderate oven—375 degrees—for 
45 minutes. Serve warm with 
creamy sauce or fruit sauce. 
Steamed Apple Pudding. 
Select six good-sized apples, peel, 
Cut two 
of them in thin slices and chop the 
rest rather coarsety. Butter a 
three-pint pudding mold and fill 
the bottom with the sliced apples 
mixed with one-half cup brown 
Sugar and one-half teaspoon cin- 
namon. Mix and sift two cups of 
flour with one-half cup sugar, 
three teaspo@ns baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt and the 
grated rind of half a lemon. Rub 
in one-third cup shortening and 
when well blended add one beaten 
egg and one cup of milk. Stir in 
the chopped apples and pour into 
the mold on top of the sliced ap- 
ples. Cover closely and steam for 
two and one-half hours. Turn out 
and serve warm with hard sauce. 
The sliced apples will form a moist 
| layer that will prevent the pudding 
| being too dry.

Tuna fish molded salad is one of 
the delicacies which is especially 
suited to serve at guest luncheons 
during the .Lenten season. 

To make enough salad for six 
servings use one cup tuna fish, 
one-half cup celery, chopped fine; 
one-half a green pepper finely 
chopped, two tablespoons chopped 
olives, one tablespoon gelatine, 
three-fourths cup boiled salad 
dressing, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika, two 
tablespoons vinegar and a few 
grains of cayenne pepper. 

Soak gelatine in cold water about 
five minutes, and add to hot boiled 
salad dressing. Cool; and add tuna 
fish, separated into flakes, celery, 
pepper (from which seeds have 
been removed), olives, salt, papri- 
ka, vinegar and cayenne. 

Turn into wet individual molds 
and chill. Remove from molds to 
nests of lettuce leaves and garnish 
with slices cut from pimolas, dia- 
mond shaped pieces cut from green 
peppers, celery tips and watercress. 


HOW TO BONE FRESH FISH 


Some Fish May Be Purchased 
Cleaned and Boned. 

There is a special method to bone 
fish, by working from the inside. 
Slip the knife under the rib, the 
entire length of the body; then cut 
down to the ridge of the backbone, 
but be sure to not cut through the 
skin. Do the same for the other 
side. Disconnect the bone from the 
meat and lift the entire bone from 
the fish. 

The bone is left in the tail} to 
help keep the shape of the fish; 
sometimes the head is also left on, 
which aids in keeping the stuffing 
in when it is baked. 

Cooking fish is a rather difficult 
task in order to be appetizing, for 
it requires much seasoning; other- 
wise. it is tasteless.

All good cooks know the value 
of well flavored, smooth textured 
gravy’ and sauces in dressing up 
simple: dishes. The art of making 
them is one of the first that the 
newcomer in the culinary. line 
shoulg strive to mastet: it fs not 
difficult and, like most other sO- 
called “secrets” \of good cooking, 
depends on beth measuring and 
mixing. 

Many a leftover can be ‘trans- 
formed into a most attractive and 
appetizing .meal by combining or 


of a sauce, and mdny an_ inex- 
pensive piece of meat or 4 most 
plebeijian vegetable can be made to 
assume aristocratic airs by the 
same’ method. 

The making of white sauces has 
been spoken- of before, so today 
we are going to deal only with 
brown sauces and the gravies which 
are generally served with meat or 
with made-over meat dishes. Oc- 
casionally they are used with rice, 
with noodles, spaghetti, hominy, 
etc., to add flavor and food value. 

In making any sauce the most 
important point to keep in mind 
is that of perfect blending. There 
are three essential ingredients for 
all sauces—fat, flour or some oth- 
er thickener, and a liquid. Addi- 
tional ones are the flavorings or 
seasonings that are used to give 
each sauce distinction. 

Brown Sauces. 

Brown sauces are made by 
browning the fat and flour together 
to give color and flavor. When 
flour is browned some of the 
starch is changed to a substanée 
called dextrin, which has a charac- 
teristic slightly sweet flavor and 
does not have the thickening pow- 
er of flour. This is why more 
flour is always called for.in, brown 
sauce recipes. The liquid used may 
be water, stock or the water in 
which vegetables have heen cooked. 
Bouillon cubes dissolved in hot wa- 
ter make an excellent and very con- 
venient. stock for such sauces; the 
canned consomme or bouillon may 
also be used when a rich sauce 
is wanted. 

A good basic rule for brown 
sauce is this Melt three table- 
spoons Lutter or any cooking fat, or 
use meat drippings or the fat left 
in the pan when a roast is cooked. 
Stir in four tablespoons flour and 
continue stirring over a slow fire 
until the mixture is a deep caramel 
color. Be very careful that it does 
not scorch, as it surely will if too 
great a heat is used. When browned. 


or stock and continue stirring until 
thickened and smooth. If the liquid 
is cold it may be poured in rapidly, 
but if it is hot, add a little at a 
time, mixing until smooth each 
time. Cold liquid is easier for a 
novice to work with, and is recom- 
mended. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper and flavor as desired 
with minced onion, chopped olives, 
chopped mushrooms, tomato cat- 
sup, Worcestershire sauce, lemon 
juice,. ete. 

Such a sauce is excellent served 
with meat or fish croquettes, to use 
as a base for combining with diced 
or sliced cooked meat, with noodles, 
rice, hominy or spaghetti for 
luncheon or supper. ‘ 

Meat Gravies. 

Meat gravies are usually made in 
the pan in which the meat is 
cooked. For a roast, pour off some 
of the fat, leaving about three ta- 
blespoons in the pan with the. meat 
juices that are waluable for flavor 
and color. Add three tablespoons 
flour and stir until smobtth, then 
stir in one and one-aif cups cold 
water, and continue Stirring until 
the gravy is thigkened and bofling. 

It is seldom necessary to actually 
brown the flour in, making meat 
gravies, as the meit.extracts and 
juices brown in the cooking and 
give color to the gravy as they are 
dissolved by the water. Occasion- 
ally it will be necessafy to color 
gravy—and be sure you do, for 
nothing is more unappetizing than 
an anemic-looking gravy with a 
roast—and in such cases kitchen 
bouquet or any browa coloring may 
be used. Kitchen bouquet is a col- 
oring extract made from vegetable 
stock: a little caramelized sugar’ 
which is not sweet, by “the way. as 
the process of caramelizing 
changes the flavor—may be used 
" gc or any brown food color- 
ng.

Fresh Water Fish a1 anid Deep Sea 
Fish Featured During the: 
Penitential Season. 


———— 


Housewives, now that the Len- 
ten season hag beer, ushered in, are 
especially interestea in fish and 
fish dishes. 


Many home cooks when planning 


the family meals for the peniten- 
tia] season, approach the task with 
awe, as they fear their. inability to 


arrange balanced and nutritious 
meals without including a main 


dish of meat. 


Fish contains the same food as 
meat, but has more waste in the 
form of water and less fat than 
meat: ‘Therefore, bulk for bulk. 
fish is a trifle less nutritious than 
meat. The leaner varieties of fish 
are prepared with a rich saucc 
which enhances their food value. 

The discovery that ‘other fish 
oils, besides “cod oil, are rich in 
vitamin D, is interesting to menu 
planners, as vitamin PD is one of 


the most important vitamins yet | 


discovered. 

In purchasing fish, freshness is 
a very great consideration. When 
the fish is delivered in the kitehen 
or kitchenette, it should be imme- 
diately washed and put in the re- 


frigerator for even a- short period : 


of exposure to warm air may be 
harmful. 

Many kinés of fish may be pur- 
chased frozen. While still other 
varieties, may be purchased filleted 
and sealed in waxed packages. 

The housewife who objects to 
cleaning fish has little to complain 
of along this line as many fish of- 
fered for sale nowadays have their 
heads, tails, entrails and practical- 
ly all bones removed. 

The flavor of shelifieh,-such as 
lobsters, crabs and shrimps, makes 
them very highly thought of. 

Oysters and clams while lower 
in the scale from the cdlorie point 
of view, like all sea food are valu- 
able because they contain iodine. 


‘which is considered necessary for 


the normal functioning of the thy- 
roid gland. 

Although only & mimute quantity 
of iodine is needed by the human 
body, the lack of it causes grave 
disturbances, A much higher per- 
centage’ of iodine is found in sea 
fish than in any other natural food, 
and she}jl fish have a richer iodine 
content than have other varieties. 

The popular ways of serving fish 
are baked, fried, broiled, creamed 
.and cold in salads. The same gen- 
eral cooking fules are applicable 
to practically all types of fish. 

Deep sea fish with the ocean 
flavor and large fresh water fish 
are delicious stuffed and baked. A 
simple bread crumb stuffing with 
a taste of parsley or sage and 
onion may be used. Minced celery 
may be added and sufficient pep- 


per and galt to suit the taste. When |. 


the fish is baked whole, the stuff- 


ing is put inside the fish. Whew’, 
it is desired to use fillets, spread {* 


the stuffing on each individual fil- 

let and*top each piece with crumbs. 

Baked fish may be served with a 

butter sauce or a parsley sauce. 
Brotled Fish. 

The smaller fresh fish and fillets 
of ocean fish are appropriate for 
broiling. After cleaning the fish, 
-lace in @ greased pan. The fish 
may also be dipped Im a mixture of 
milk and. butter. Have the oven 
or broiler very hot and broil slow- 


ly first on one side until cooked 


and then on the other. Tartare 
sauce may accompany broiled fish. 
Butter sauce or drawn butter and 
lemon slices are also good. 

Fried : 

Small fresh water fish and fish 
fillets may be Mt Roll the por- 
tions in flour. One egg lightly 
with a fork. Add one tablespoon 
lemon juice, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspogn pepper. Beat 


all together again a little. Dip fish | 


in egg, then roll it in finely sifted 
bread crumbs. Put three  tabie- 
spoons of fat in frying pan; when 
sizzling hot, fry fish, turning it 
once with spatula or pancake turn- 
er. Serve with tartar sauce or 
lemon slices and chopped parsley.

Knowledge of These Life-Giv- 
ing Substances Will Help 
in Meal Planning. 


Vitmains are life-giving sub- 
stances found in foods that are 
necessary in the diet if we are to 
grow, develop and function as 
‘healthy individuals. 

Several years ago scientists work- 
ing at Yale University and at the 
University of Wisconsin made the 
discovery that certain elements 
which were found in butter-fat ahd 
egg yolk were needed to promote 
growth in rats that were being fed 
diets in which the only source of 
fat was lard or vegetable oil. They 
called this substance vitamin A— 
vita being the Latin word mean- 
ing “life.” As time went on other 
vitamins were discovered and we 
now have A, B, C, D, E and G. 

For all practical purposes all the 
housekeeper needs to know about 
vitamins is the number there are, 
where they are found and, very 
briefly, their function in the diet 
and the effect of their absence. 

Vitamin A is found in butterfat, 
codliver oil, carrots, egg yolk, sweet 
potatoes, yellow corn (all yellow 
foods, and in the leafy green veget- 
ables—the dark green ones having 
more than the light colored ones. 
It is needed to promote growth, to 
gain weight normally, and to pro- 
tect against ophthalmia—a disease 


of the eyes. It will be seen that} 


children especially should be pro- 
vided with a goodly amount of 
vitamin A. Generally speaking, a 
‘iking for butter and salads will 
take care of this important vita- 
min. 


Vitamin B is more widely distrib- }- 


uted and is found in fruits and 
vegetables, in milk, in whole grain 
cereals, unpolished rice,. liver, egg 
yolks, kidney, nuts, yeast and most 
natural foods. One of the peculiar 
things about Vitamin B is that it is 


was discovered the second part was 
called G. Origjnally vitamin B was 
known only as an antineuritic vita- 
min, but more recently 1t was found 


to have growth-promoting factors).

clude both of these su®stances in 
our daily diet, for they are found in 
many of the foods that are in 
greatest daily use. An average va- 
ried diet is sure te contain a good 
supply of vitamin B. Grewth and 
vigor are promoted by the use of 
this vitamin: It is not so easily af- 
fected by cooking a8 A and C. 

Vitamin C is se edSily destroyéd 
by heat that it is necessary to in- 
clude some raw food in the daily 
food supply to insure an adequate 
amount of it. All of the citrus 
fruits. tomatoes, Jetituce. apples 
carrots, any of the salad greens. 
are good sources of vitamin C.. To- 
matoes are the only food that do 
not lose their vitamin C cohtent by 
cooking, so when oranges or lettuce 
are too high. in price. canned te- 
matoes may be called upon very 
successfully to supply the necessary 
vitamin C. This is ‘being strongly 
urged in the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics recommendations for low- 
cost meals for the drouth-stricken 
sections of the country. The ab- 
Sece of vitamin C ineans serious nu- 
tritional upset in aduits, as well as 
children. 

Vitamin D im sometimes called 
“the sunshine vitamin” and is a 
preventive against rickets. Lack 
of vitamin D, or ‘not enough of it, 
causes symptoms of rickets that 
are all too common among chil- 
dren in cities Where close buildings 
ehut out the sun, and where indoor 
living is more prevalent than out- 
doors. Where sunshine is lacking, 
vitamin D may be secured. from 
codliver ofl. It is also found to 
some extent in egg yolks ard but- 
ter. Recently scientists have dis- 
covered a method of introducing 
vitamin D into foods by irradiat- 
ing them, or exposing them to ul- 
traviolet rays. The development of 
this process promises to be one of 
the most interesting of modern dis- 
coveries that have to do with food. 

Vitamin E has to do with repro- 
duction. It is found most abun- 
dantly in. lettuce, wholewheat, 
meat, salad greens, eggs.

When double width woolens 
were put on the market dressmak- 
ers called’'them a revolution. And 
so they were, for it meant that the 
old hand looms were being ousted 
by machinery. 

Corsets were. terrible affairs. I 
remember my grannie’s tale of two 
sisters whose faces and figures 
were to win them rich husbands. 
They could span their respective 
waists with their respective hands.
